The White House and Labor De­ 
partment generally get into the 
major labor disputes in an extra­ 
legal sort of way. Without specific 
sanction of law, and merely stat­ 
ing intervention is "in the public

MORE OMINOUS CLJUUS

SOME CONFLICT 
There is some conflict on just 
how much edge the Democrats 
get over Republicans. Some cases 
have been reported of Republicans 
calling reporters with announce­ 
ments received from Democrats 
as much as five days earlier. 
One veteran public information 
man says. "The agencies give the 
White House at least 24 hours 
lead time (to notify Democrats in 
congress) and they extract all the 
political gain they can therefrom. 
They are just practical, working 
politicians.”

MANY WONDER 
IF NEW VIRUS 
HAS TURNED UP

NEW YORK ( \ P ) - I s there a 
new virus around? 
It surely seems so to thousands 
of persons hit this winter by funny 
aches and pains and upsets, in­ 
cluding bloody noses blamed on 
"the bloody virus.” 
Perhaps it'# true that brand 
new viruses have popped up. and 
might even start appearing at a 
faster rate, says Dr Robert Hueb- 
ner of the National Institute of Al­ 
lergy and Infectious Diseases. 
ID E N T IF IE D 120 
Scientists only reeet^ly identi­ 
fied most of 120 or more viruses 
known 
to cause 
colds, 
fevers, 
muscular aches and pains, diar­ 
rhea. coughs and runny noses—a 
great variety of mostly minor ail­ 
ments. 
Man is their target, and man 
has evolved and multiplied over 
thousands of years 
Biologically 
speakig, 
viruses 
had to evolve also—“They weren't 
all present the day man 
was 
kicked out of paradise,” says Dr.j 
Huebner, director of the institute’s 
laboratory of infectious diseases 
in Bethesda. Md. 
V IR U SES CHANGE 
Influenza viruses change or mu­ 
tate fairly frequently. 
Any flu 
vaccine has to incorporate the 
strain of virus blazing up into an 
epidemic. 
Other respiratory and intestinal 
viruses also might be mutating 
during cha in-reaction epidemics, 
reproducing more viruses in each 
person. 
Something could go amiss in the 
genetic assembly line so that a 
slightly different virus is produced 
from time to time. With more 
than three billion people in the 
world now. the chances could be 
greater that a new virus could 
appear, Heubner explains. 
NOT Y ET PRO V ED 
There's no way yet to prove 
this. Peculiar illnesses this year 
could well be due to some old 
virus that hadn’t been active in 
recent years in your locality. 
This year, for example, in some 
eastern cities many people got 
bloody noires, beyond the expecta­ 
tion of slight bleeding due to in­ 
jury to nasal m em branes by colds, 
perhaps abetted by low humidity

Will the heating system be economical to 
operate? (No other modern, automatic heating 
system can match gas for economy.) 
2 How is the house insulated? (With gas, 
normal insulation is used. With electrically 
heated homes, heavy insulation is required to 
help hold down heating costs. Excessive insula­ 
tion, however, presents indoor moisture prob­ 
lems, seals fresh air out of the home, makes it 
stuffy inside.) 
3 Will the heating system keep my basement 
warm? (It is impractical to heat basements with 
electric heat because of high operating costs. 
Forced air gas heat keeps your entire home cozy, 
including the basement, for less than it costs to 
heat just the upstairs alone with electric heat.) 


4 
How is the heat in the home circulated? (A 
gas forced air heating system gently moves the 
air throughout the home, mixes it; there are no 
hot spots, no cold spots. Electric resistance heat­ 
ing systems do not move the air; therefore, the 
heat is not evenly distributed and tends to strati­ 
fy in layers.) 
5 What provision in the heating system is 
made to filter the heated air and help keep the 
home clean? (A gas forced air heating system has 
filters which help clean the circulated air several 
times every hour. Electric resistance heating 
systems do not clean or filter the air in any way.) 


6 Does the heating system make some dirt? 
(Contrary to what you might have read or heard, 
no dirt can be created by a forced air gas heating 


system. The heated air in your home never 
touches the clean gas flame. All products of com­ 
bustion are vented outside the home. Most of the 
dirt in the home comes in through your door and 
windows or is tracked in on people’s shoes. This 
dirt is present in all homes, regardless of how the 
home is heated.) 
7 How is the heating system controlled? (With 
gas, just one thermostat is needed to keep your 
entire home comfortably warm. Electric heating 
systems often have a thermostat in every room. 
These are needed since there is no room-to-room 
heat circulation with an electric system.) 
8 How safe is the heating system? (Properly 
installed heating systems of all types are safe. 
They must pass rigid safety tests and contain 
built-in safety devices.) 
9 Can the heating system be easily converted 
to whole-house air conditioning? (Some experts 
predict that before long, no home will be con­ 
sidered modern—regardless of its age—unless it is 
completely air conditioned. A forced air gas heat­ 
ing system can be easily converted to central air 
conditioning because the ducts are already in 
place. Because electric resistance heating sys­ 
tems have no ducts, they cannot be used to air 
condition.)
